MELBOURNE, Australia, Dee. 12.— 
Federal elections will be held in Aus- 
tralia tomorrow. Not only will a new 
commonwealth parliament be chosen 
but the people will pass upon proposed 
amendments to the constitution em- 
powering the government to deal with! 
monopolies, profiteering and bolshe-! 
vism. The opponents at the polls are 
the nationalists and the labor party. 
The nationalists are now in power. 
Their leader is the prime minister, 
W.M. Hughes, He is seeking re-elec- 
tion to the house of representatives by | 
| his electorate at Bendigo, Victoria, 

The campaign has been enlivened 
by the entry into federal politics of 
Thomas J .Ryan, until lately labor pre- 
mier for the state of Queensland, who 
is a candidate for election from a Syd- 
ney electorate. If elected it is sur- 
mised that ultimately he will become 
the leader of his party. He is noted 
for his sympathy with Ireland, and for 
efforts by his administration In 
Queensland to provide cheap meat for 
the people. These efforts took the 
form of state butcher shops and state 
cattle ranches. 


Nationalist Platform. 


Should the nationalists be kept In 
power their policy, according to Mr. 
Hughes, will consist of increased bene- 
| fits for returned soldiers, anti-profit- 
eering legislation, improved arbitra- 
tion of industrial disputes, unemploy- 
ment insurance and tariff revision. 

The group tendency, however, Is also 
making itself felt here, The farmers’ 
candidates form a separate group, now 
offering independent support to Pre- 
mier Hughes, and there are a dozen or 
so soldiers’ representatives. A matter 
that has brought considerable oppo- 
sition to Premier Hughes by the re- 
turned soldiers is the proposal to pay 
the special grant to them in govern- 
ment bonds instead of in cash. Early 
in November feeling on this matter | 
ran so high in Sydney that the city 
which received him on his return from 
Eurepe with enthusiasm showed such 
hostility that he was compelled to seek 
police protection there. 

Different Views. 

One of the interesting features of 
the election is the referenda transfer- 
ring certain industrial interests and 
commercial powers from the state gov- 
ernments to the commonwealth. The 
general effect of this change would 
be to enable the federal authorities to 
take action against trusts and profi- 
teers but the state governments are 
opposed to the changes, while the la-| 
bor party asserts they are merely win- 
jow dressing schemes for election pur- 
poses,

SAYS WOMEN 
SHOULD KEEP 
CLEAR OF RIOTS 


Mr, Justice Metcalfe Points Out 
Opinion in Connection with 
Strikers’ Trial 


WINNIPEG, Dec. 12.—That women 
have themselves to blame shou}d any- 
thing happen to them when they are 
present at a riot, was the assertion of 
Mr. Justice Meicalfe at the trial to- 
day of R. B. Russell, who ig accused 
of seditious conspiracy. His Lordship, 
on the question of the presence of 
women at the place where the riot- 
ing in the city occurred, June 21, crop- 
Ping up, took occasion to make th? 
following declaration: 

“In these days when women are 
taking up special obligations and as- 
suming equal privileges with men, St 
may be as well for me to state now 
that the women are just as liable as 
men to ill-treatment in a riot. They 
can claim no special protection and 
are entitled to no sympathy, and if 
they stand and resist officers of the 
law, they are Hable to be cut down.” 

The story of the big riot near the 
city hall, in which the general strik» 
culminated, was told Iby WGergeant- 
Major Binning, who was in charge of 
the R.N.W.M.P. troop that figured in 
the trouble. 

Commissioner Watson of the Man!- 
toba government telephones spoke of 
the operators and other workers go- 
ing on etrike without any grievance 
of their own. 

Strikery Parade. 

Capt. C. F. Wheeler, gave an ac- 
count of one of the etrikers’ parades 
headed by R. F. Bray, one of the ac- 
cused, stated that the crowd was very 
viclous and angry when it reached 
the headquarters of the Citizens’ com- 
mittee in the board of trade building. 
An attempt was made to overturn an 
automobile in which were a couple 
of ladies and while trying to prevent 
them he was “hit a punch on the 
jaw,’ while somebody else got an- 
other “punch” he recalled a remark 
made to him by one of the sirikers | 
who wanted him to get two delegates 
of the Imperial association, of which 
he is president, to act on the strike 
committee. It was: “The govern- 
ment of the city has been shifted 
from the city hall to the Labor 
Temple and we mean to keep it there.” 
Dr. E. J. Bourdaman testified that 
People were prevented from receiv- 
ing medical attention as a result of 
the strike and that he had been twice 
pelted with misviles when on his way 
to patients. 

The crown expects to finish its case 
tomorrow. 


PRESENT WAR 
SAVINGS STAMPS 
TO BE WITHDRAWN 


But Will Continue Sale of Thrift 
Stamps and Savings Cer- 
tificates 


OTTAWA, Dec. 12.—The govern-| 
ment has decided to continue the sale 
of thrift stamps and saving certifi- 
cates at banks, post office and other 
agencies, it is announced by the min- 
ister of finance, Sir Henry Drayton, 
However, as a means of eliminating 
unnecessary expenditure, the national 
war savings committee and the dif- 
ferent paid provincial representatives 
and head office officials are relieved 
of the duties from January 1, 1920,) 
and the cost of propaganda will be 
saved, 

The 25 cent thrift stamp will remain 
on sale, but the present war savings 
stamp will be withdrawn and a new 
savings certificate issued in denomina-| 
tions of $5, $10, $50 and $100, matur- 
ing three years from date of purchase 
at 5% per cent. on the investment. 

The yoluntary workers are urged to 
continue their patriotic Interest in the 
movement and the sale of thrift stamps | 
to all school children is urged in the

Swine breeders from the nor- 
thern districts have carried off a 
good many, of the prizes-at the 
Calgary winter fair. That was to 
be expected. It is also a matter 
for satisfaction on the part of ev- 
eryone who understands the ad- 
vantages of central and northcrn 
Alberta as a hog-producing coun- 
try, and the value of the hog as a 
wealth creator. 

The present prices of coarse 
grains have led a good many of 
our farmers to go out of hog-rais- 
tng. That is a temporary misfor- 
tune, that will pass with the 
subsidence of prices. Under nor- 
mal conditions the hog turns these 
coarse grains to account for the 
profit of his owner. It is fortu- 
nate that even under the present 
unfavoring conditions farmers are 
keeping breeding stock of quality 
on hand, 


Which Is Correct? 


On Thursday the board of com- 
merce issued a comforting state- 
ment at Winnipeg assuring the 
public that profiteering is not 
nearly as common in Canada as is 
supposed, that business in the 
main is honorably conducted, and 
that the business men of the coun- 
try are relied upon to help the 
Board trace down and punish the 
minority who are unfairly gouging 
the public, But on the same day 
Mr. O’Connor, a member of the 
board, declared to the head of a 
Winnipeg creamery company that 
‘*Greed is the cause of the high 
cost of living today.’’ 

These statements are absolutely 
inconsistent. If either is correct 
the other is wrong. They are both 
given out from the publie body 
that is supposed to regulate the 
conduct of business so as to ex 
elude profiteering Necessarily 
they are confusing to the reader 
who looks to the board for protec- 
tion. If after all these months of 
probing and pronouncing the 
board of commerce does not really 
know whether profiteering is ram- 
pant or only occasional, the public 
will have to be excused if they are 
as uncertain as to the usefulness 
of the board of commerce as the 
board is, as to the probity of the 
business men of the country, 

The board of commerce cannot 
effectively regulate business, and 
quell the discontent that arises 
from a popular belief that profit- 
eering exists, unless it holds the 
confidence of the public. That 
confidence cannot be held while 
the board on one and the same day

The provincial government stands 
convicted of profiteering! They have 
been selling eggs for $1 a dozen—do- 
ing {t daily and doing it openly for 
some time past. In fact people have 
aided and abetted the aforesaid gov- 
ernment in the act by calling at the 
provincial poultry plant on the uni- 
versity grounds and taking away this 
elusive and pre-historic product at 
the price named. 

All of which goes to show that hens 
belonging to the province of Alberta 
are setting an example to their sisters 
of lesser light in ownership that 
should be followed—they are laying 
eggs. Probably the opposition in the 
next session of the legislature will 
urge that legislation be enacted mak- 
ing it obligatory for all hens to again 
lay eggs or that the provincial govern- 
ment acquire sufficient hens to pro- 
vide the public with eggs for every 
breakfast, It's realy astonishing what 
can be done bv legislation when you 
come to think about it and thresh it 
out on the floor of the “deliberature.”

ting quite a record in egg production, 
this winter in spite of the unusually 
early and unusually consistent cold 
weather, Pullets hatched in April be- 
fan ‘aying in September and there is 
the case of one puilet which first saw 
the light of an Alberta day on the 
15th of April and at the tender age 
of four and one-half months, calmly 
came out of the brush one autumn 
day with a brood of chicks. At the 
prevent time the superintendent has 
a pen of twenty-five Barred Rock 
pullets in for a term of trap nesting 
and of the said 25 April birds, 19 are 
laying, and some have been perform- 
ing jn this wise since the 15th of Sep- 
tember. 

The 800 or 6o birds which the gov- 
ernment houses and feeds at the poul- 
try plant at th present time, com- 
prises Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, 
Orpingtons, Rhode Island Reds and 
White Leghorns, Every spring, com- 
mencing in March there are over 10,- 
000 egs disposed of for hatching, not 
more than three settingy being avail- 
able for a person, owing to the over- 
whelming demand. In addition their 
incubators produce a surplus of 
about 1,500 baby chicks which are 
sold on orders usually placed in the 
previous December.

John Greenleaf Whittier—Born Dec. 
17, 1807, died Sept. 7. 1892. 


Many men are noted as heroes be- 
cause they fought bravely to free the 
mesgro from the yoke of slavery, but 
ew with their swords jn war-like 
manmer accomplished more than did 
Whittier, the Quaker poet, wiih his 
mighty pen. The boy Wihivtier, had 
great longings and ambitions, but 
most of the things for which he long- 
ed could be obtained only with’ the 
aid of learning, and so poor were 
his parents that all study time was 
denied him. One day he determined 
that it the money for his education 
coukt be procured no other way he 
would go to work and earn it him- 
self, and so he hired himself in 
Bimmer to a farmer and in the win- 
ter to a shoemaker and thug by dint 
of hard work and careful saving, he 
managed to collect enough money to 
carry him through two terms of six 
months at the schoo! near his home, 

His father who was a strict Quaker 

ad no patience with John’s loves 

erses and his dreamy ways. He was 
oor and thrifty and he feared the 
boy's reading of verses and his tire- 
leas efforts to express his thoughts in 
metres would lead to idleness and 
ehiftlassness that would be of no good 
frukts to the son of a poor man. So 
Whittier had to read and write his 
poems in private in order to escape 
the jibes and scoldingy of his father, 
but read and write he did. One day 
his sister found one of his verses 
which she thought was pretty and 
without telling John of her act she 
sent the versey to the editor of a locai 
paper. So it happened that one 
morning when Joun—he was a young 


man of nineteen now—was out in the | 


roadway helping his father to repa.r 

stone fence, the postman came 
down the road and handed John the 
Ratest copy of the newspaper. magine 
the young man’s astonishment (9 
open the paper und find a verse with 
his name signed to it staring at hia 
from the page. 


Thus it was that Whittier made his | 


firet appearance in print. Soon after 
this he became editor of a newspan-r 
and all through the days before the 
Civil War he did all that he could in 
his quiet unwarlike way to oring the 
evilg of slavery before the minds of 
the people. Many of his verses were 
aimed to point the way from the evil 
of wlavery to the glory of freedom for 
allmen That he was kind and good 
and sincere one cannot dowbdt after 
reading his poems, and that he with 
his pen fought well for the cause of 
the great power his writings had in 
touching the conscience of the Amer- 
Scan people.
